Last Friday , the patient was thoug ht 
to be g etting better, but on Saturday 
nig ht unmistakable sig ns of tetanus or 
lockjaw dev eloped and the phy sicians 
hav e but little hope of his recov ery as 
the percentag e of recov eries from that 
disease is ex tremely small. 
Mr. Billing s is an ex emplary y oung 
man, ami his unfortunate accident is 
deplored by all. 
He is about thirty 
y ears of ag e and liv es with his father 
sev eral miles north of town. 
He is a 
member of the K. of P. lodg e and a 
number of its members hav e been out 
to see him during the past few day s. 
The y oung man attended church 
here the ev ening before the injury .

CANNOT conceiv e of any POSSIBLE dispute arising 
between two civ ilized nations which cannot be settled 
by the principle of INTERNATIO XAL ARBITRA- 
TIOX. 
It has long been held that questions of terri­ 
tory and national honor should not be submitted for 
settlement by arbitrators of countries not in the dis­ 
pute. 
But this, it seems to me, is starting out on a basis entirely false. 
We hav e a precedent for the settlement of territorial disputes in the 
award of the Alaskan boundary commission, the Genev a award and 
others affecting territorial contests. 
Why cannot the sy stem be con­ 
tinued ? 
We hav e repeatedly said that we would not arbitrate the Canadian 
boundary . 
And y et in the day s of Daniel W ebster we settled a dis­ 
pute of this v ery character and locality by the Ashburton treaty . 
We 
hav e put ourselv es in the position of REFUSING TO ARBITRATE 
THE MONROE DOCTRIXE, and the United States deleg ates 
in accepting article 27 of The Hag ue ag reement distinctly de­ 
clared that nothing in the conv ention should be construed as to 
require the United States to relinquish its traditional attitude toward 
purely American questions.

The Hag ue tribunal was an important step. 
That it has accom­ 
plished some g ood cannot be denied, but any plan of COMPULSORY 
arbitration among the nations must improv e on that and more effec­ 
tiv ely make for the peace of the world. 
The Hag ue is more or less 
v oluntary . 
Russia, it must be remembered, took the initiativ e in 
establishing that g reat international court. 
Fifteen nations, embrac­ 
ing all of the maritime powers, are represented, and J apan was one 
of the sig natory powers. 
Yet these two countries are at this moment 
in deadly combat and N EITH ER soug ht the g ood offices of this court 
to settle their differences.

ed the success o i his mission in estab­ 
lishing confidential relations between 
the J apanese and Korean courts and 
said that at his g ov ernment’s request 
he had drawn up an elaborate report 
on Korean political needs.

anese papers ridicule the idea of the

liev e that it will ev er make the at­ 
tempt.

On account of the J a^ 
anese control of the sea, if we pur­ 
sued the enemy into the peninsula of 
Korea we would open both flanks to a 
possible attack from the rear. 
No, 
the J apanese must come on to a point 
In the interior which, with this end in 
v iew, has been selected where we will 
follow up a crushing defeat to the bit­ 
ter end with blow after blow and seal 
ths fate of the campaig n. 
“ Our plans on sea and land w i l l 
con­ 


v erg e at a time nex t summer when 
Vice Admiral MakarofTs fleet wul be 
reliev ed by the arriv al of reinforce­ 
ments. 
Then, If successful on land, 
we can clear the sea of the enemy , cut 
his communications, and the J apanese 
In Korea and Manchuria will then be 
at our mercy .

Lewis, "th e death s from but fiv e of 
th e prev entable diseases during 19 03 
in th is state represents a loss of $94,- 
9 60,000. 
Th ese figures seem appall­ 
ing, and y et millions upon millions 
can properly be attributed to th is sum 
in loss of wages, ex pense of th e care 
of th e sick and many oth er ex penses 
incidental to th e m anagem ent of th ese 
epidemic and infectious diseases.” 
Th e commissioner sh ows th at th ere 
was v ast opportunity and abundant 
auth ority to meet conditions, but ab­ 
surdly insufficient appropriations with 
wh ich to perform th s necessary work, 
for wh ich h e believ es a million dollars 
a y ear could be used with immense ad­ 
v antage to th e people of th e state.
